dresses kept by the Anglo-American, 
Direct United States, American Tele- 
graph, and French, cable companies, 
which are managed by the Western 
Union Telegraph'Company. Those ad- 
dresses comprise the namea of the princi- 
pal business firms sending and receiving 
cable dispatches in this country. 
To 


each of these registered addresses is -ap- 
pended one. word, which, represents it 
in all oiible messages." This one'.word' 
is always tolograpled-instGiicl of .the ad- 
dress. One object of this registration is 
to save the expense of telegraphing. 
As the cost of cable dispatches is iifty 
cents a word, it will readily be seen 
that very considerable amount is saved 
when, as in some cases, as many as 
thirty messages a day are sent botli 
ways, 
A firm of botl; names would 


thus save nearly $100 a day. 
Another 


object is to secure the utmost certainty 
of prompt delivery. 
Much money is 


also saved in telegraphing, not only by 
cable but by land lines, in the use of 
codes. 
All tho leading branches of 


business have these codes, by means of 
which long messages may be sent by 
the use of a few words. 
There is no 


extra charge for sending code messages 
by cable, as the .words are always those 
that may be foundin the dictionary. -But 
there are many cipher dispatches sent 
composed ot letters or ligures. These are 
charged extra, by counting three letters 
or figures to. each word.

The work of tearing down the eld 


wooden railroad bridge which spans .Rock 
river in this city above the mill dam o£ 
the upper water power is progressing as 
rapidly as the extreme cold weather will 
permit. The cold -weather, together with 
the fact that the bridge is ^covered with 
snow and ice, compells the workmen to 
be continually on their guard, to avoid 
any serious accidents. The old bridge is 
being taken down by sections, and a tem- 
porary trestlo work is being constructed 
in i(s place, resting on a foundation 
oC piling, for the purpose of allowing 
trams to pass ncinterrupted while the 
new iron bridge is being placed in posi- 
tion. The work ot tearing out the old 
bridge tmd building the trestle work is 
being di_ne under the nupervision of Mr. 
Henry Crane, the superintendent of the 
Chicago itNorthwestern company bridges, 
and has been going on for some days 
past under tho most unfavorable circum- 
stances, the men being at work on the 
bridge when tho mercury in tho ther- 
mometers registered several degrees be- 
low zero. The trestle work is being so 
constructed that it will not interfere wjth 
tho putting up ot the new iron bridge, 
but will rather aid the workmen in so do- 
ing; 
when tho iron bridge is com- 


pleted tho trestle work will be taken 
down, the piling removed and the river 
again left free. 


THE IKON BKIDCre- 


Tha iron bridge, which is 
being 


put 
up in. the place of 
the old 


wooden structure, is what is known 
as tho "steel pin connection wrought 
iron 
truss 
bridge," 
manufactured 


by the Key etone bridge company, 
ot Pittsburg, Pennsylvania, the' entire 
bridge being built in Pittsburg.and ship- 
ped to this city, all ready to bo put up. 
Tho bridge consists of three spans, of one 
hundred and twenty throe feet each, 
tho entire length of tho bridge, from end 
to end stringers being 383 feet. The 
height is twenty-two feet ten inches from 
the masomiry; width twenty-four feet ten 
inches,o£ seven stringers, accommodating 
two tracks, or what is called a double 
bridge. The entire weight of this Dridge, 
Wliou ready to receive tho railroad track 
will not bo far from 092,040 pounds, that 
being tho billed weight of tho freight 
irauspcrtatiou to this city. The cost of the 
entire work of the bridge when ready fo_r 
the track, will be in tho neighborhood of 
535,000, which does not include the re- 
moval of tho old bridge aud the building 
aud removal of the trestle work. The 
bridge will be completed and ready for 
nse'by tho railway companies about the 
first 
of 
April, 
perhaps 
sooner 
it 


the weather ia favorable. The 
work 


oC putting up this bridge is 
under 


;ho superintendence of the Messrs. 
Baird Brothers, of Pittaburg, Mr, Robert 
Baird being here, and giving tho work 


personal attention. Tho Baird Broth- 
are extensively engaged in tho bridge 


building business, Laving been contrac- 
tors on some of the largest bridges in the 
country, including the great St. Louis 
bridge, tho one at Newport, at Parkers- 
burg, and many other points. They will 
employ about twenty men in putting up 
tho Jauesvillo bridge. The bridge, with 
:ho exception of a few delayed cars, is all 
iei'e, and is being unloaded along the 
railroad track at the west end ot tho old 
bridge, aud makes quite a large pile of 
iron altogether, consisting of heavy iron 
trusses, rods and bolts, and all the stays, 
stringers, and other materials of the.com- 
plete bridge. This bridge will be more 
imposing in appearance than the one at 
Monterey, as it is much heavier aud 
longer.
